bellion,—The Memphis Appeal, of the 
23d uh., slates thai Col. William Polk, 
residing at Walnul Bend, Arkansas, died 
on ihe day previous, and lhat his slaves, 
300 in number, were in open rebellion. 
Afler his death they broke into the store- 
house, and freely helped themseltes to 
its contents—consisting of clothing and 
groceries of various kinds.

were made by the few white persona 
about the premises lo restrain ihem, but 
these were of no avail.

negroes 


allege that iheir late master promised 
them if they served him faithfully during 
his life time, they should be free, at his 
death, and express a determination to 
free themselves.

says, and thinks it will promote the cause 
of peace, commerce, civilization and con- 
stitutional liberty throughoui the world. 


Since the treaty of peace with Mexi- 


co, our intercourse with that country is 
of the most friendly character ; and the 
ministers from each country have been 
received and accredited. 
One of the 


most important results of this war, the 
President says, is the demonstration of 
our military.strength which it has affor- 
ded to the nations of the world—that we 
are able, in any emergency, to organize 
at once an effective army, and provide 
it with every munition of war—that we 
have here no necessity for a standing 
army, but that our citizen soldiers are 
always ready even to wage war out of 
our 
own country, if necessary—that 


without cost to the government or dan- 
ger to our liberties, we have in tho bosom 
of our society of freemen, available in a 
just arid necessary war, virtually a stand- 
ing army of two millions of armed ciii- 
zen-soldiers, such as fought the baitles 
of Mexico. 
He also snyl that great 


praise is due to the Navy for its able 
and gallant services in the conquest of 
the 
Californias, the capture of Vera 


Cruz, and the seizure and occupation of 
Other important positions on the Gulf 
and Pacific coasts. 
He thinks that the 


great results which have been developed 
by this war, will tend powerfully to pre- 
serve us from foreign collision. 


The President speaks of the large 


amount of territory we have acquired in 
the last four years—Texas, Oregon,New 
Mexico, and Upper California—being 
1,193,061 square miles. 
They consti- 


tute a country more than half as large as 
all that which was held by the U. States 
before their acquisition, and nearly as 
large as the whole of Europe, Russia 
only excepted. 
We have now three 


great maritime fronts-—on the Atlantic, 
the Gulf of Mexico, and the Pacific— 
making in the whole an extent of sea- 
coast exceed ing 5,000 miles. 
He thinks 


the value of these acquisitions incalcula- 
ble, particularly Upper California, which 
from its safe harbors on the Pacific, its 
'fertile lands, and vast mineral wealth, 
will command the commerce of China, 
of Asia, the islands of the Pacific, South 
American Slates, &c. &c., and is of 
opinion that a great emporium will spee- 
dily arise, which will rival in importance 
New Orleans itself. Very extensive and 
valuable gold mines exist in California, 
and the number of persons there and on 
their way to gather the precious metal, 
is 'very great, and all other pursuits but 
that of searching for the precious metals 
ere abandoned. 
Ships arriving on the 


coast are. deserted by their crews, and 
their voyages suspended for want of 
sailors. 
The abundance of gold, and 


the all-engrossing pursuit, of it, have al- 
ready caused in California an unprece- 
dented rise in the price of the necessaries 
oflife. 
He thinks it of vast importance 


that a branch of the mint of the U. States 
should be established, at the present ses- 
sion, in California ; that regular territo- 
rial governments should be organized in 
that country and in New Mexico without 
delay ; and that a geological and mine-, 
ralogical examination of those rngionsj 
should be made. 


In organizing governments over these 


territories, the President refers to the sla- 
very question, and thinks that no duty 
requires Congress to legislate on this 
subject, but if they do, he is in favor of 
the line fixed by the Missouri compro- 
mise. 
He invokes Congress to adjust 


this question at its present session
